The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office action 
mailed March 30, 1998. With the withdrawal from consideration of Claims 32-35 and 56-66, 
Claims 1-16, 18-19, 21-23, 26-31 and 36-55 are presented herewith for consideration. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner alleged that apparatus Claims 32-35 and method Claims 56-66 recited 
separate and distinct inventions from apparatus Claims 1-16, 18-19, 21-23, 26-31 and 36-55.
